The proposed 

regulations do not appear to conflict with the Constitution of the United States or the Constitution of the 

Commonwealth of Virginia, nor do they appear to conflict with any federal or state law.   
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 Adoption of the above Regulations is exempt from the provisions of the Virginia Administrative Process 

Act, §§ 2.2-4000, et seq. of the Code of Virginia, pursuant to Chapter 321 of the 2008 Virginia Acts of 

Assembly [HB 1167].
